What's News - the media report 

FCC attacks on FM microcasters continue, with visits and equipment seizures around the Boston area. 
Several small stations were shut down, including WDOA, and in one case a transmitter was seized. This 
information was published in FRW and PiPa, so I won't cover it more deeply here. 

One station the FCC would like to shut down, but hasn't been able to, is Tampa's Party Pirate operating at 
102.1 with more than 100 watts for nearly two years. The station operator, Doug Brewer, tried to obtain a 
license but was refused, so he set up shop in his converted garage began broadcasting biker rock anyhow. A 
complaint from WHPT, which runs lOOkW on 102.5, claims the pirate is "causing confusion among its 
listeners." The FCC has not managed to put Brewer off the air - yet. [Wall Street Journal, 21 Oct 97; via Ed 
Rausch and Keith Bollinger) 

Ninth US Circuit Court Judge Claudia Wilkins has DENIED the FCC's request for an injunction against 
Steve Dunifer and Free Radio Berkeley, meaning the station can continue operating. Wilkins pointed out 
inconsistencies in the FCC arguments and further stated that the FCC *must* address the constitutional 
issues involved in refusing to license low-powered FM stations! This fight is not over yet, however; the FCC 
has no intention of permitting microcasting. [AMPB press release]

The Well-Organized Shack 

or: How to kill time while waiting for the next Pirate and get more out of the hobby at the same time... 
Believe it or not, there's more to this radio-listening hobby than just turning on your radio and listening! For 
example, unless you write your reception reports in real-time (while the station is on the air), you'll need to 
keep a log book. But that's not all a well-organized shack needs! 

Do you know how many reception reports you've sent out in the last year? Quick: How many are still 
outstanding? You would know (or at least be able to find out) if you kept a reception report log. 
And consider the (shudder) possibility of theft. Say a creep breaks into your shack and steals some of your 
gear. Would you know exactly what to report stolen AND be able to give the police adequate details? You 
would if you kept an equipment list - and kept it updated. 

True, the most important item (other than the radio and antenna) is the basic log book. If you do things other 
than chase pirates, you probably should have separate log books for each interest. Consider: Why should you 
have to dig through your pirate logs to find a MWDX catch you made? You shouldn't have to - and you 
wouldn't if you had the foresight to spring for a couple extra notebooks! I use spiral-bound "student" 
notebooks, but you could use loose-leaf sheets and binders for extra flexibility. 

What should go into a logbook? ALL pertinent information about a particular log, that's what: Date, time, 
frequency, ID, signal reports (either SINPO or "S"-meter readings - or both), program info, propagation 
details, and anything else that may help prove you heard the station. This is true whether you're logging 
pirates, MW stations, international SW broadcasters, medfers, or even longwave NDBs. Don't restrict 
yourself into columns; in effect, start a new paragraph for each logging, and keep writing until your hand 
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gets tired or the station goes off, whichever comes first. 

When you send the report (to the correct maildrop, we hope!), you should enter the information into another 
notebook: Your reception report record. The important points to note are: The date you mailed the report, the 
method of mailing (first class or airmail?), whether or not you included return postage (you really should!), 
and the station reported. You may want additional columns to note the date you get a reply, whether it's a 
card or letter (or sheet or certificate), the amount of time elapsed, and anything else that may be pertinent 
(QSL number or other goodies received, for instance). All this information will make it easier for you to 
track your reports and QSLs, and easier to report your QSLs to VR and other columns. 
Your equipment record can be as simple or complete as you wish, although certain information should be 
considered a must: Manufacturer, modei number, and serial number. You can also keep track of your 
purchase price (so you can calculate replacement cost), and where and from whom you bought the item. (Of 
course, you should also keep any sales receipts you get.) Most of this info can be kept in computer files and 
updated easily whenever something changes. Be certain to keep a hard copy in a safe place, however, since 
these machines are subject to crashes and, even worse, viruses, which can wipe out all your hard work. 
Personally, I keep several notebooks on hand for logs and report records, since I want to 'keep* that data, not 
update it. The equipment list is kept on at least two computers for back-up, since that info changes fairly 
regularly and I'll only want to update it. Like anything else, getting organized is the hardest part, and the 
longer you put it off the harder it will be to catch up. The best idea is to be organized right from the 
beginning - but who ever docs that7 

These are merely suggestions, of course; if you have a method that works better for you. great! And how 
about telling everybody about it..?

When contacting a Free Radio station: Always use the address announced in the broadcast; it is the 
most current. If no address is announced, use the one listed here. If the station has no listed address, 
you can try sending a report to one of the major maildrops and crossing your fingers. 

Always enclose adequate postage with your report for forwarding and reply. Never expect a 
'droperator to pay the postage for your QSL - most will not do so. Enclose three mint First Class 
stamps if you live in the same country as the station; otherwise US $1 or a couple IRCs should do the 
trick. For pirate outside your country, enclose three or four IRCs or a dollar or two. NOTE: do NOT 
enclose a SASE unless the station specifically requests that you do so. 

Remember that announcing a maildrop is not the same thing as guaranteeing a QSL, so don't blame 
the 'droperator if you never hear from the station. We are not QSL Managers, after all; we only 
handle the mail. Station Ops should keep their promises. 

One final tip: Avoid asking about station location. It's a dumb question that Operators only answer to 
mislead cor espondents. Most Ops, however, will answer questions about power or equipment, and 
appreciate your technical observations, bandscans and recordings. 

If you Operate and desire audience contact, you should use a maildrop service for some semblence 
of security. There are several "open" 'drops available, including:

SCHWARZENBURG SWISS RADIO INTERNATIONAL CLOSING 

The ACE Clandestine Profile is somewhat different in content this month than it normally is. During 
November when I write the column, my schedule was considerably different than usual because 1 took a trip 
to Switzerland. My mother's father and father's grandfather were bom in Switzerland, and I've always 
thought about going over there to see the country. The formerly annual Grove Communications Expo in 
Atlanta was not held this year in October for the first time in many years, so I had a hole opened up in my 
schedule. This made a voyage to Switzerland feasible, so I went. 

1 did take a Sony 77 with me, but I found that I was pretty busy while traveling, and I did very little DXing. I 
did try to hear some Europirates from my hotel room on a Saturday night, but 1 had little success and gave up 
before putting a lot of effort into it. I spent more time looking at European TV to soak up the local culture. 
For part of the trip I spent some time in local civil records offices and the Bern Staatarchiv attempting to look 
up some of my old relatives, many of which we had no record of in the USA. I had a decent amount of 
success in this research effort. In Zweisimmen, about 50 miles southwest of Bern in the Bernese Oberland 
area of the Alps, 1 found my great-great-great-great-great grandfather, Johannes Zeller, who was a lieutenant 
in the Swiss Army. Since he was bom in 1 747, I don't think the army was involved in any radio activity, 
clandestine or otherwise. His son Johannes ZeHer Jr. was a judge in Zweisimmen. On my mother's side of the 
family I found my previously unknown grcal-grcat-great grandfather Peter Kratzcr of Aeschi bei Spiez, born 
in 1787. Aeschi is 30 miles directly south of Bern, also at the edge of the Alps. So, your columnist is now a 
proven hillbilly from Switzerland. 

On a Sunday I had tentative plans to take the train up to the top of the highest mountains in the Swiss Alps. 
However, when I got to Interlakcn to look into getting on the train, it was pouring rain. A television monitor 
at the top of the mountains with a continuous program feed of the view from the top was showing no view at 
all, except for snow that was falling briskly in front of the camera. So, I changed my plans and went to 
Sirhwarzcnbuig. where the main Swiss Radio International transmitters are located. This is the source of the 
signal we hear ever)' night on 6135 and 9885 kHz at 0100 UTC. 

I had no trouble finding the transmitter, as the huge antenna farm stands out easily as you drive into 
Schwarzenburg from the east. The transmitter is located only about 20 miles southeast of Bern in central 
Switzerland. Cows grazed beneath the massive antenna arrays. If you buy imported Swiss cheese, there is 
some chance that the milk came from cows living right below the SRI transmitter. 

1 went to the front door of the transmitter building to take a picture. Right at the front door was the SRI 
engineer in charge of the site, Roland Anderau. Once I explained that I was a DXer on vacation in 
Switzerland, Roland graciously gave me a thorough tour of the transmitter building. The transmitters actually 
take up a small part of the building; 1 saw the 250 Kw unit in service with their Africa programming. The rest 
of the building is an extremely interesting radio museum. SRI and Roland have a huge collection of antique 
radio tubes, baluns, and other apparatus that have been used by Swiss radio during the last eight decades. I 
thought that the most amazing item in the massive collection was the original medium wave transmitter that 
the Swiss used in Bern in 1921. Its output was 850 watts, and it looked like it was in mint condition. It is a 
genuine museum piece. In addition, Roland has a gigantic collection of antique radios that were stored in the 
transmitter building. Quite a few of the models were brand new to me, since the collection was heavily 
weighted toward European manufacturers that we seldom see. I hated to leave the building, since you could 
spend days looking at all of Roland's radios. 

The story has an unhappy ending. Roland informed me that the Swiss government has decided to close down 
their shortwave transmitters located within Switzerland in early 1998, including the Schwarzenburg site, the 
transmitters at Lenk. and other SRI domestic transmitter sites. Swiss Radio International will retain an 
international shortwave service, but they will lease time for the transmissions from other broadcasters at sites 
such as in French Guiana. I had not heard this news, and I was somewhat startled. I was immediately 
reminded of the situation s when the Voice of America closed their Bethany relay site in Ohio, despite a 
prolonged protest by many including VOA engineer and shortwave hobbyist John Vodenik. Roland told me 
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that the Swiss were not big protesters, so there was no local controversy about this move. Apparently the 
issue is one of real estate, much as was the case in Bethany. The village of Schwarzenburg is growing out 
toward where the transmitter is located, and new houses are being constructed. As more dwellings are 
occupied, the number of people complaining to the government about TV1 from the high powered 
Schwarzenburg SRI transmitters has steadily increased. I don't know if the cows also filed complaints; they 
seemed to be grazing in a contented manner while I was there, with their cowbells tinkling constantly. 
In any event, if you have not QSL'ed Switzerland over the years, the time to send them a reception report is 
NOW. When the transmitters are shut down, we will lose another shortwave broadcast country. SRI is 
certainly an easy catch that can in no way be considered tough DX, but when it goes off the air from 
Schwarzenburg, there will be no active shortwave broadcasts coming from Switzerland. 
Finally, Roland told me that when he is laid off by SRI, he plans to go into business with a store specializing 
in antique radios. He already has a huge inventory of tubes, old radios, and so forth. Roland is interested in 
corresponding with DXers and radio collectors from North America. If you'd like to contact him, his address 
is Roland Anderau, Unterdorf Strasse II, CH-3072 Osteimundigen, Switzerland. Osteimundigen is a suburb 
of Bern. Tell him that you heard about him in The ACE. I certainly thank Roland and his colleagues at Swiss 
Radio International for a fascinating tour of the history of Swiss radio, and for his excellent hospitality while 
I visited the transmitter site. 

BBCMS CLANDESTINE NEWS 

While I was out of the country, the BBC Monitoring Service continued to follow the international radio 
scene as usual. Courtesy of Monitoring Times magazine, we have several items of clandestine news that will 
be of interest from BBCMS findings. 

Australia. The Australian government shelved a proposal to relay the USA's Radio Free Asia via Australian 
shortwave transmitters. The concept was widely criticized by prominent' Australian politicians in late 
October and early November. On the November 8 edition of VOA's "Communications World," Kim Andrew- 
Elliott said that Australia rejected a proposal for a three month lease of the Darwin transmitter by Radio Free 
Asia. China and Vietnam had complained about the deal. Its demise was defended by Nick Warner, 
Australian first assistant secretary of the Australian Department of Foreign Affairs and Tiade. Warner cited 
relations between Australia and China as a factor in the decision. Elliott noted that it was ironic that the 
Australian government tried to close the Darwin site earlier in 1997 as an economy move on the theory that 
shSrtwave broadcasting was an outmoded technology, but that RFA now wanted to lease the site. 
Cambodia. The radio station of the Khmer Rouge changed its name on Oct 25 to the Voice of the National 
United Army. In Cambodian, this ID is "sathani vitthyu samleng kangtoap samakki cheat." BBCMS notes 
that the former name of this clandestine was Voice of the Great National Union Front of Cambodia. The 
station was created in 1991 as a merger between the Voice of Democratic Kampuchea and the Voice of the 
National Army of Democratic Kampuchea. The station has been operated since June 16 by a faction of the 
Khmer Rouge that broke away from Pol Pot. In an apparently unrelated matter, the Khmer Nation Party 
newspaper Sapordarimean Neak Prayur said in its Oct 20 edition that General Nhoek Bunchhai announced a 
new clandestine station would broadcast from 0 Smach "in the near future," following repairs to the market 
that was destroyed in August during a military engagement. 

Colombia. According to the Spanish news agency EFE, two radio stations in Cucuta were bombed cn 
October 17, killing one and injuring three persons. Cucuta is the capital of Norte de Santader Department on 
the Venezuelan border of northeastern Colombia. The fatality was sound operator Luis Sanguino, who was 
crushed to death when the wall of the Radio Munumental building collapsed on him following the blast. A 
second blast destroyed the studio and transmitters of Radio Cadena Nacional. Among the injured at this site 
was announcer Janeth Suarez. The family of the late senator Jorge Cristo Sahayun owns Radio Monumental. 
Sahayun was previously killed August 8 during an attack by the ELN, the guerrillas who operate clandestine 
station Radio Patria Libre from Colombia. Later on October 17 as a result of a "major security operation" in 
Cucuta, Colombian police arrested nine alleged terrorists who were suspected of participation in the attacks 
on the radio stations. The Colombian government claimed that the persons who were arrested were ELN 
members. In a related matter, the Revolutionary Armed Forces of Colombia (FARC) issued a threat that any 
radio station who carried political advertising during the Colombian elections would be declared a military 
target. Thus, the Colombian government increased security in Popayan at the Caracol. Todelar, Super, and 
Mil 40 radio networks, as well as at the A-4 television network in Popayan. Dozens of candidates for 
municipal office withdrew from the ballot in Buenos Aires and Santander de Quilichao after the FARC 
threats. 

Congo. Radio Congo Liberte, the clandestine station of rebel forces led by former military ruler Denis 
Sassou-Nguesso, has given its name to the international broadcaster from the country. After Sassou- 
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Nguesso's forces took over the government, Congo's SWBC transmitter identified itself as "Radio Congo 
Liberte." Sometimes a shorter Radio Liberte identification is used. BBCMS says thai they are announcing a 
schedule from 0700-0900 on 9610 kHz, as well as 1700-2000 UTC on 5985 kHz. BBCMS also notes that as 
of mid-October, Congolese radio FM transmitters have not been heard following the successful coup. But, 
transmitters on 93.2 and 96.3 MHz, which formerly had been used by Radio Congo Liberte, are carrying the 
government radio service. Thus, Radio Congo Liberte moves out of the ranks of clandestines, and into the 
ranks of government broadcasters. 

Eritrea. BBCMS says that two new clandestines are operating here on 9230 kHz, probably using a 
transmitter in Sudan. The Voice of Free Eritrea (Sawt Eritrea al-Hurrah) operates from 1415-1445 UTC. The 
Voice of Truth (Sawt a!-Haqq) follows from 1445-1500 UTC. The former uses Arabic and Tigrigna, while 
the latter uses Arabic exclusively. When using Tigrigna, the Voice of Free Eritrea ID is "Derntsi Natsa 
Eritrea." A nominal frequency of 9300 kHz is announced. 

Indonesia. Following a battle in which Indonesian soldiers opened fire on Timorese students on November 

14, BBCMS says that RDP Portugese Radio International broadcasts were inaudible in Timor. The 

Indonesian government jammed the frequency with transmission of a local program. 

Palestine. Fadi Shururu, director-general of Al-Quds radio, said the station is having financial difficulties. 

He blamed the US government for efforts to dry up the sources of financial support this Palestinian 

clandestine has maintained.They ask for donations, which should go to Arab Bank, Shrawrah branch, in 

Lebanon, account number 67090-454226-6. BBCMS notes the station is based in Syria. 

Peru. The Mexican news agency Nitimex said on Nov 17 that Radio Constelacion, located in Huancayo in 

Chilca district 310 kms east of Lima, was occupied by Shining Path rebels for 40 minutes. The rebels wore 

hoods while taking over the transmitter. They transmitted a recorded cassette of slogans boosting armed 

struggle in Peru. Station staff and a visiting journalist were bound and gagged during the incident 

Sierra Leone. The national radio and television service in Sierra I.conc went ofT the nil ' >cl 16 aftei ll was 

hit by two bombs dropped by Nigerian aircraft from the West African pence force (Hcomog, the ECOWAS 

Ceasefire Monitoring Group) The destroyed transmiltci is located III kins lioni I icetowit. 

BARRY WILLIAMS HEARS "JAMMER" ON 80 METERS 

Longtime ACE member Barry Williams of Alabama reports he has been heming what sounds like jamming 
signals in the «0 meter ham hand Harry hcani the noise "it Nov S and 6 mi .tillable ireqiieiieies between 
3818 and 3820 kHz around 0150 UTC. Barry has also heard this unusual signnl on oilier evenings, including 
a log on Nov 21 at 0155 with a weak AM carrier on 38 1 8 kl lz and a warble jammer adjacent to the carrier on 
3820 kHz. Both signals left the air at 0200 UTC on the 21st. ACE member Ulis I teming of Maryland 
guesses there is a possibility that this might be a ham transmitter operating in slow scan TV mode, but it is 
also possible there might be some clandestine activity on the frequency that is leading to the jamming. Both 
Barry and Ulis wonder if anybody else is hearing this unusual noise in the 80 meter ham band? 

WALL STREET JOURNAL COVERS PIRATES 
ACE member Gigi Lytle of Texas notes that the Octr 21 edition of the Wall Street Journal contained a long 
article about a Temple Terrace, Florida pirate station on 102.1 MHz. Doug Brewer operates the station out of 
his garage, using a slogan of "Tampa's First Party Pirate." Brewer has been fined by the FCC, but remains on 
the air while litigation continues. Meanwhile, Brewer has applied for a license for the station. Surprisingly, 
the Journal account is fairly even-handed, giving space to both licensed Tampa broadcasters who have 
complained and to Brewer. With a "party pirate" format, this obviously is not one of the anti-Castro 
clandestine-pirates that have peppered the Florida airwaves over the years. 

AN ARC 

ANARC Executive Secretary Mark Meece announced that your columnist George Zeller was recently elected 
to a two year term through 1999 on the ANARC Executive Board. Thus, if any ACE member has any matters 
to bring up with the Association of North American Radio Clubs, feel free to let me know. Of course, our 
Club President Pat Murphy continues as our representative to ANARC. There will be an Executive Board 
meeting during the 1998 Winter SWI. Fcst in Kulpsville, Pennsylvania from March 12 to March 14. As usual 
we should have a good turnout of ACE members at the Fcst, and I hope to see many of you there.

Conet CD's Now Available! 

The wait is finally over. The long-awaited Conet Project numbers station CD's are now being 
shipped. In case you haven't heard, the Conet Project is a four CD collection of recordings of 
numbers stations, both past and present. I guess you could call it "Cynthia's Greatest Hits." 

In 1995, Irdial-Discs put out a worldwide request for recordings of numbers stations. 
Numbers monitors from all over the globe (including yours truly) sent in recordings. The 
resulting product is the world's first and most comprehensive collection of numbers stations 
ever made publicly available. The CD's contain recordings of just about every numbers station 
you can think of, and I bet there's quite a few recordings of stations you've never heard before. 
If you've never heard the Tyrolean music station, you're in for a treat. If you've never heard 
any numbers stations before, you're really in for a treat. 

The collection of recordings spans the entire globe from various stations heard in Europe & 
North America, to the Chinese-language "New Star" and even an Arabic-language station. 
Also included are a few recordings of Morse numbers stations. There are also recordings of 
various unidentified signals heard on the HF bands, such as the "pip," the "crackle," the 
"buzzer," the "polytone," and the interesting "backwards music station." These and other 
signals have been heard for several years but never explained. 

With the CD set comes a 72 page booklet that describes each recording and talks about 
numbers stations in general. Also, where known (or suspected) the operating agency of each 
station is noted. The booklet does a good job of briefly describing each station, but if you want 
detailed information you'll need to look it up elsewhere. Also in the booklet is a complete 
transcript of a Lincolnshire Poacher transmission to give you some idea of the format this 
station uses. I think a worthy addition to the booklet would be sample transcripts of several 
different numbers stations. There is also a lookup table of virtually every currently operating 
numbers station which also describes the transmission formats used by each station. This is 
handy to use to identify which station you are listening to, whether on the CD or on the air 

The booklet also goes into detail about the method designed & used by the ENIGMA 
newsletter to designate stations. This format is a good system to use for standardization of 
station ID's. If all numbers monitors refer to the same stations with the same designators, 
then there will be less confusion as to which station is being referred to. For example, for 
years the S10 station was referred to as "Bulgarian Betty." This is misleading because this 
station is not Bulgarian (operated by Czech intelligence), and it's very doubtful her name would 
be "Bettyl" The ENIGMA system arranges the stations by the language or mode used. II go 
into detail on this system next month. 

Overall, the CD collection is well-produced. It makes an excellent reference aid for numbers 
monitors, as well as an introduction to what different stations sound like to the newcomer to 
this aspect of radio communications. The set is also something interesting to listen to for those 
that are interested in espionage or intelligence activities. It also makes an interesting record of 
the history of underground communications.

Greetings, Microbroadcasters and Supporters: 

Radio Mutiny is sponsoring an Eastern US conference for free radio 
currently in the planning stages for an event in March or April 1998. We look forward to a 
conference in our region akin to the recent ones on the West Coast, in the interest of building a 
national movement in support of micro-radio. Members of our station have recently visited a 
number of other free radio stations and we've found the exchange of ideas, strategies, and 
technical information to be invaluable. Developments like the direct Action Media Network, a 
service that will allow free radio stations to have our own national news gathering network, 
make the prospect of a gathering for the pirates in this region even more exciting. Another top 
priority for us, in our vision for this conference, is to attract people from places (hat don't have a 
station yet, and fledgling stations in that hair-pulling stage of getting their stations off of the 
ground, onto the air.

We do not envision a forma! organization being born from this event, but a loose network of 
stations with an affinity for each other and able to respond effectively to government harassment, 
such as that of Napoleon Williams and Mbanna Kantako, is something that we think that our 
movement will need in the days ahead. The legal limbo which now protects micro-stations that 
was created by the Dunifer case in California cannot last forever. As a movement, we can start 
to take steps together that will insure that micro-radio will never be stopped, whatever the 
government ends up deciding about it.
